Preparation of the essay, which 
had for its theme “What Is a Cre¬ 
dit Union?” was given as an as¬ 
signment to Grade 8 pupils, where 
it was marked for punctuation, 
spelling and other requirements, 
before being turned over to the 
local Credit Union, who asked of¬ 
ficers of the Blairmore Credit Un¬ 
ion to judge entries. 

Prizes for first and second plac¬ 
es respectively, were two shares 
plus entrance fee and one share 
plus entrance fee in the Coleman 
Savi«|s and Credit Union. 

Following are the two winning 
essays: 

"What is a Credit Union?” 

(By Mark Ondrus) 

(FIRST) 

First of all, the most logical 
question would be v/hat is a Credit 
Union: A Credit Union is made 
up of a group of people that pool 
all their money together and 
make low-oost loans to anyone who 
needs it for any specific purpose. 
Credit Unions differ from a bank 
in the way that a Credit Union 
loans money to its members only, 
and a bank makes loans to the 
general public. 

The first Credit Union was estab¬ 
lished in 1849 by Friedrich Raif¬ 
feisen, who started the.Credit So¬ 
ciety in southern Germany to help 
the peasants at a time when there 
was a great famine. Again, in 1864 
he put the first Credit Union into 
order. This Credit Union was simi¬ 
lar to the type we have today. The 
first Credit Union in Canada was 
set up at Levis, Quebec, by a Que¬ 
bec legislative reporter, Alphonse 
Desjardins. The idea spread to the 
U. S. and soon Credit Unions be¬ 
gan springing up all over. Alto¬ 
gether there are now 4413 Credit 
Unions in Canada. 

Credit Unions are owned and 
operated by its members. In order 
to go into business it must obtain 
a charter from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. To begin with a Credit 
Union should have a potential 
membership around 100. 

To start a saving in the Credit 
Union a fee of 25c is charged. 
Each Credit Union sells shares, 
which are issued at $5.00 apiece. If 
and when a person wants to with¬ 
draw money from the Credit Union 
he is privileged to do so any time. 

An insurance is put on the money 
in case it is lost by fire, robbery 
or embezzlement. The insurance 
stays with the money as long as it 
is in the Credit Union. If a per¬ 
son, who has money in the Credit 
Union dies, the amount is doubled 
and his loan cancelled. 

To stay in business the Credit 
Union loans money to its members 
for any worthwhile purpose. The 
maximum amount of money that a 
person can borrow varies at each 
Credit Union. Security for a loan?; 
can be given in shares, co-signers, 
wage assignments, or anything 
else, but loans can still be made 
without security. These loans arc 
called Character Loans. Loans are 
usually made at a cost of one per 
cent per month on the unpaid bal¬ 
ance. 

The member - owners operate a 
Credit Union. They elect a board 
of directors at each annual meet¬ 
ing. There are also other commit¬ 
tees to do different work. A credit 
committee approves all loans. 

There is a supervisory commit¬ 
tee which examine and check) the 
records of the Credit Unioih-There 
is also an educational committee 
which keeps its members inform¬ 
ed about the Union’s services. The 
treasurer is the only person paid. 
All other officers donate their time 
and service. 

A Credit Union can start oper¬ 
ating as soon as it has enough 
money to lend to its members. 

_ZEhe smaller Credit Union loans 

are given prefemce. Dividends 
are given out at a rate determined 
by the members. Credit Unions get 
their main source of income from 


the interest paid by their borrow¬ 
ing members and by dividends on 
the deposits. All income cannot be 
paid out. 

All this information can explain 
to you why Credit Unions were 
formed. People who want things 
and cannot get them, can borrow 
the money from the Credit Union, 
purchase the article wanted, and 
pay the Credit Union back when 
they have the mpney available. 

Credit Unions can, therefore, 
help their members in time of 
hardship, sickness or financial 
distress. 

"What is a Credit Union?” 

(By Cathleen Fisher) 
(SECOND) 

Friedrich Wilhelm Raiffeisen 
started the first Credit Union in 
1849 in southern Germany. It was 
made to help peasants in time of 
sever/ famine. In 1864 he organ¬ 
ized the first Credit Union of the 
type we have today. 

In 1900 Alphonse Desjardins, a 
Quebec legislative reporter, organ¬ 
ized North America’s first Credit 
Union in Levis, Quebec. 

In order to operate a Credit Un¬ 
ion one must have a charter from 
the provincial government and a 
potential membership of one hun¬ 
dred persons. A membership fee 
of 25c is payable with the applica¬ 
tion. Membership to credit Unions 
is open to any eligible persons re¬ 
gardless of race, color, creed or 
political belief. 

Each Credit Union operates its 
owns affairs. Each one should join 
a Credit Union League which is a 
voluntary association, supported 
by the Credit Unions within a giv¬ 
en province, because it cannot 
supply the services and materials 
it needs. 

The Credit Union Leagues of Can¬ 
ada all belong to the international 
body known as CUNA — the Credit 
Union National Association. 

The CUNA has two affiliates, the 
CUNA Mutual Insurance .Society, 
which serves the insurance needs 
of Credit Unions and their mem¬ 
bers, the second is the CUNA Sup- 
pyl Co-operative providing materi¬ 
als and supplies needed by Credit 
Unions. 

A Credit Union can only serve 
its members. It may not accept 
savings from or make loans to 
the general public as a bank does. 
A Credit Union is owned and oper¬ 
ated by its members. 

From the accumulated capital 
of the savings of members, loans 
are made to members for practi¬ 
cally any good purpose at one per 
cent per month on the unpaid bal¬ 
ance of the loan. Dividends are 
paid to the members to encour¬ 
age further thrift and as a rea¬ 
sonable rental for the use of the 
members’ money 
The character of the borrower 
is always the basic security for a 
Credit Union loan. It is common 
for a Credit Union to lend as 
much as $300.00 on the borrower’s 
signature — and muoh more with 
additional security. 

Most Credit Unions provide Loan 
Protection Insurance without ex¬ 
tra charge for eligible borrowers. 
The borrower’s loan balance is in¬ 
sured under this plan. 

A Life Savings Insurance is also 
an added inducement for thrift, 
which is provided by many Credit 
Unions. This insurance is supplied 
to savers without extra charge. 
Under this plan each eligible dol¬ 
lar a member saves before age 
55 is matched with a dollar of life 
insurance. A decreasing scale ap¬ 
plies to money saved after age 
55. 

The funds in the Credit Union 
are protected in many ways—1) 
the Credit Union operates under 
law and is supervised by the gov¬ 
ernment which inspects it regu¬ 
larly; 2) the supervisory commit¬ 
tee of members makes a constant 
check on the Credit Union’s oper¬ 
ations; 3) the law requires surety 
bonding and substantial reserves 
to protect the money against op¬ 
erational hazards. Throughout the 
years Credit Unions have had out-

The member - owners operate 
the Credit Union. A Board of Di¬ 
rectors is elected at the annual 
meeting and it may hire part or 
full-time staff people but continues 
to be responsible for directing their 
activities and charting the poli¬ 
cies and progress of the Credit 
Union. 

The committees necessary in the 
Credit Union are 1) a committee 
to approve all loans; 2) A super¬ 
vising committee of three mem¬ 
bers to audit the records of the 
Credit Union; 3) an educational 
committee to keep members in¬ 
formed about Credit Union servi¬ 
ces. 

By law only the treasurer, who 
manages the Credit Union, may 
be compensated. Other officers 
and committee members give free¬ 
ly of their time and ability. 

Voting in the Credit Union is 
strictly on the principle of “one 
man—one vote”. A member votes 
once regardless of the amount of 
shares or savings he or she may 
have in the Credit Union. A share 
is simply savings accumulated in 
the Credit Union, they are usually 
valued at $5.00. 

In a recent year about 4413 Cre¬ 
dit Unions were operating in Can¬ 
ada. There was an estimated 2,- 
544,587 members in die Credit 
Unions of Canada. 

Thus a Credit Union is a group 
of people with a common bond, 
who save their money together, 
and from this pool of savings 
make low cost loans to one another 


Swimming Project at 
Crows Nest Lake 

Bathing conditions in Crows Nest 
Lake are expected to be improved 
as the result of a causeway being 
constructed at the east lake. 

This causeway is intended to 
stop any movement of water in 
the lake, thus allowing the water 
to become heated from the sun. 

Already a difference of nine de¬ 
grees has been noted in the water 
on the two sides of the fill. 

To date, the fill, which is plan¬ 
ned to hit the south shore of the 
lake, extends 240 feet into the 
lake. The depth of the water now 
averages nine feet, but a fill of 
about 15 feet is necessary be¬ 
cause of clay on the bottom. 

The project is being carried out 
by the Department of Public 
Works which has eight to 10 men 
on the job. It is being financed 
by a grant of $5,000 made by the 
Department of Lands and Forests. 

Present plans call for improve¬ 
ments and extensions to picnic 
facilities, separation of beach and 
parking areas, and a clean-up of 
the grounds and bathing area.

CALGARY - The coal dust 
problem in the Crows Nest Pass 
town of Coleman, Alberta, was 
aired again here Friday at a 
public meeting into complajnts 
lodged by residents in early June. 

The hearing, ordered by the 
provincial health board, under 
section 24 of the Public Health 
Act, followed when irate citi¬ 
zens in the west section of the 
town threatened to take their 
children out of school and to 
picket the Coleman plant of Ca¬ 
nadian Collieries Limited where 
they said the dust was emanat¬ 
ing from coal drying equipment. 
The three-man board, headed by 
Dr. M. G. McCallum, deputy min¬ 
ister of health, -heard testimony 
from four witnesses. 

Mayor John Ramsey of Coleman, 
John Jenkins, representing the 
people of the west section of the 
town; Colin Blanchflower, general 
superintendent of Coleman Col¬ 
lieries Ltd., and J. Rolston, sani¬ 
tary engineer for the provincial 
health department. 

Mayor Ramsey told the hearing 
“I have no brief to present. I 
can’t say I’m very happy about 
the hearing being held in Cal¬ 
gary. It should have been held in 
Coleman. But I’m here and I’ll 
do the best I can.” 

In his testimony he read letters 
of correspondence between the 
town council and provincial health 
minister, Dr. J. Donovan Ross, 
dealing with matters of the situ¬ 
ation and the concern of the resi¬ 
dents. 

He noted a letter dated May 8 
from Dr. Ross which stated Mr.

problem in the next week while in 
the Coleman area.

man should have to put up with 
the situation.” 

“Where is it the worst?” he was 
asked. “In the west end,” came 
the reply. 

When asked by Dr. McCallum 
if there were any records of Cole¬ 
man children treated because of 
dust, Mr. Ramsey stated “not that 
I know of.” 

Mr. Jenkins, in “his testimony, 
described conditions in the town 
as “unbearable.” 

“When you go out in the morn¬ 
ing the clothes are all dirty and 
you have to clean windows and 
floors about every half hour. It’s 
really bad at the tipple end.” 

Mr. Jenkins went on to explain ' 
“you can’t see across the alley 
to your neighbor’s home and mot¬ 
orists have to stop cars because 
they can’t see to drive." 

“The dust is there and Dr. Ross 
knows about it.” 

Mr. Jenkins also explained the 
absence at the hearing of William 
Kovach, MLA for the area. “Un¬ 
fortunately he was stung between 
the eyes by a hornet yesterday, 
and because of Hie swelling could 
not make the trip.” 

Under cross-examination by the 
board he said the mine was work¬ 
ing when be left Coleman Friday 
morning and the “dust still in the 
air.” 

He said people in the west end 
didn’t want to cause trouble or 
stop operations at the mine. “With 
just one promise after the other, 
and nothing being done, we had to 
take our own action.” 

Mr. Blanchflower said his firm 
had no brief to present “but I 
have all the data.” He read Id¬ 
ler* CHugtttttagtiioe on the 
construction and delivery of the 
collierie’s doyle scrubber, which 
is to be installed at the mine to 
trap the dust. 

He said the Lethbridge Iron 
Works Ltd., who had the contrac. 
for the scrubber at the plant’s 
coal dryer, in correspondence had 
stated work had been held up 
because of staff shortages. Copies 
of the letters he said, were sent 
to Dr. Ross. 

He informed tne board that be¬ 
fore leaving Coleman on Friday 
morning he had a telephone call 
from the Lethbridge firm stating 
the scrubber was being loaded and 
would arrive m Coleman Friday 
afternoon. 

Asked when the machine would 
be in operation Mr. Blanchflower 
replied: “In September.” 

He said his firm acted a$.quick- 
ly as possible to quell the dust 
and has spent considerable time 
and money. “We are buying equip¬ 
ment to fight the situation but 
have had considerable trouble.” 

Mr. Rolston in his testimony, 
gave a summary of the analytical 
results from “dust” samples taken 
in the town. He said the stack of 
the coal mine was sampled Juno 
10 - 14. The source sampling tests 
showed an average 4.6 pounds dust 
per 1,000 pounds of flue gas; actual 
dust emission, 823 pounds per hour 
or 3.45 grains per foot, and the 
volatile portion of the dust 80.4 
per cent. 

In all six atmospheric samples 
taken the average of all samples 
was 609 micrograms per cubic 
meter. 

Dustfall was measured at six lo¬ 
cations, he said, and showed an 
average at all stations of 1190 tons 
per square mile over a 30 day pe¬ 
riod in May and 654 in June - July. 
The average percentage of vola¬ 
tiles was 73 per cent. 

Mr. Rolston also gave figures 
using Edmonton and Calgary dust- 
fall as comparisons. 

He said the dustfall yearly av¬ 
erage in downtown Edmonton is 
32.20 tons per square mile over 
a 30 day period, bi Calgary 36.60. 
In June of this year in Edmon¬ 
ton it was 34.68 tons and m Cal¬ 
gary 47.81 tons. The dust maxi¬ 
mum observed in Edmonton dur¬ 
ing the 30 day period was 61.30 
tons and in Calgary 60.80 tons. 
Edmonton, he said, had an aver¬ 
age volatile of 37 per cent and 
Calgary 34 per cent. 

Dr. McCallum at the conclusion 
of the hour long hearing, said the 
board would make a study of the 
situation at Coleman and decide 
what recommendations would be 
made to heaHh minister Ross.

To Officiate At Road 
Opening Ceremony 

The Hon. Norman Willmore, 
Minister of Lands and Forests, 
will officiate at a formal road open¬ 
ing ceremony at Brazeau River 
bridge on what is known as the 
Forestry Trunk Road north of Nor- 


degg at 1 p.m. on August 17. 

This event will mark completion 
of a 600-mile route, composed pri¬ 
marily of road constructed by the 
Eastern Rockies Forest Conserva¬ 
tion Board and the Alberta Forest 
Service, extending from Grande 
Prairie to Coleman in the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

While a few sections of the route 
are sub-standard grade and under 


improvement, the all-weather road 
•is completely passable to passen¬ 
ger automobiles. 

It traverses mountain and foot¬ 
hill country along western regions 
of Alberta and reveals some of the 
finest scenery in the province. 

Opening ceremonies, conducted 
by Mr. Willmore, will be attend¬ 
ed by invited guests from through¬ 
out Alberta. Cavalcades from the 
towns of Hinton and Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House plan to meet at the 
Brazeau River to further com¬ 
memorate the date and the event. 

Visitors from the public at large 
and current road travellers are 
cordially invited to be present; 
coffee and soft drinks will be 
made available, but all visitors are 
advised to bring their own lunch, 
if required. 

The Brazeau River bridge site 
may be reached via the forestry- 
road from any point south of Nor- 
degg. Entry may also be gained 
via Rocky Mountain House via 
Edson, Coalspur and Lovett. The 
latter route is commonly called the 
Coal Branch road. In addition tra¬ 
velers from Entrance, Hinton, Jas¬ 
per and points west may use the 
forestry route from Hinton to 
Robb. Peace River and Grande 
Prairie visitors may travel direct¬ 
ly south from Goodwin. 

Children's Fish Pond 
Construction To Start 
In Near Future 

Excavation for a children’s fish 
pond immediately west of the Hill- 
crest CPR station will start as 
soon as the project has been clear¬

To finance the project, tickets 
are being sold by members of the 
Association and at various garages 
in the Pass on a “vintage” car 
which has been donated by “Poor” 
Charlie Sartoris of Blairmore. 

Present plans call for the draw 
on the car to be made late in 
August at the official opening of 
the pool.

Midway Safety Code 
Drafted By League 

Draft of a safety code for carni¬ 
val rides has been offered pro¬ 
vincial governments by the Na¬ 
tional Safety League of Canada. 

In a League survey, it was found 
that no such legislation existed in 
Canada, municipally, prwincially 
or f federally. The survey also dis¬ 
covered that provincial govern¬ 
ments were interested in consider¬ 
ing a midway safety code. 

NSL’s action was prompted by 
the 1962 death of a 10-year-old girl 
at the Cenrtal Canada Exhibition 
which, added to reports of a num¬ 
ber of accidents at carnivals made 
League manager Gay McLaren 
initiate the survey. 

When he learned that no regula¬ 
tions existed dealing directly with 
this matter, the League drafted a 
“safety code for amusement de¬ 
vices and temporary structures at 
amusement park, fairs and carni¬ 
vals”. The draft was based on 
codes existing in the United States. 

“We hope,” Mr. McLaren said, 
“this may be instrumental in pro¬ 
viding a safety standard across 
Canada for the protection of the 
public, particularly children, us¬ 
ing such equipment.”
